SERBIAN ARMY 
REPORTED SAFE 


Emperor Nicholas Sends His Con- 
gratulations to President Poin- 
care of France

PARIS, Feo. 16——Emperor Nicholas 
Sent the following telegram from the 
eeneral headquarters of the Russian 
ataf{t to President Poincate; 

“IT have just received news that the 
Serbian army finds itself jpemoved 
from all danger, thanks to the efforts 
of the French government. J «wish 
to adiress to you, (Mr. ‘President, my 
Warmest and most hearty congratula- 
tions for the aid the Irench has gen- 
erously given to our valiant allies, so 
eruelly tried in the course of their 
heroic struggles against the common 
enemy, 


(Signed) “NICHOLAS,” 

The President replied: 
“His Majesty, the Emperor of Russia: 

“Our milltary mission and our navy 
which, in accord with the British and 
Italian naval authorities in spite of 
Great difficulties have accomplished 
the complete rescue of the Serbian 
army, will be very much touched by 
Your Majesty's felicitations. France 
is proved to have contributed to the 
Preservation Intact of the valiant 
troops who have jbeen obliged to yleld 
momentarily to superior numbers and 
Who will co-operate with the Allies in 
the liberation of their country. 
(Signed) “RAYMOND [POINCARE ”

British Steamer Baron Napier 
Reaches New Orleans With 
Thrilling Story

NBW ORLEANS, Feb. 16,—The 
erew of the British steamer Baron 
Napier, a mule ship which arrived 
here today from Alexandria, eypt, 
Drought stories of a Sattle in the Med-

According to their stories the Nap-

Malta, they say, a German submarine 
approached and (began to shell the 
Steamer, The Baron Napier carried 
a S-pound gun and imediately — re- 
turned the submarine’s fire. The sub- 
marine fired about thirty shots, the 


sailors asserted, and one man on the 
steamer was wounded by shrapnel,

for more than an hour and the 
steamer with its small @un succeeded 
in, keeping the submarine at a dis-

Beverly has give, some ninety men

opportunity arises, 

Stretching northward from the 
banks of the river, ‘Beverly covers 


full section of land, and has a popula- 
tion, of 800, about two-fifths of whom 
are of foreign ‘birth and are princel+ 
pally employed dn the coal mines 
which lie adjacent to the town on its 
east sde, The town might he = said 
to be bisected by Alberta avenue, and 
between it and the Kdmonion city 
limits there is a belt of brush which 
-appears in practically aboriginal con- 
dition, It is a scattered community, 
homeseekers so far having to a large 
extent eschewed the main thorough- 
fare and ‘built either on the bank of 
the river or well inland. The houses 
along the waterway flank the Ada 
boulevard, and this part of the town, 
with ite picturesque situation and ex- 
ceptionally dine prospect, seems an 
ideal location for residential building, 


Incorporated in 1914, 


Ineorporated in August, 1914, Bey 
erly is governed municipally by a 
mayor and six councillors, the board 


in addition to Mayor Hay now con- 
sisting of Robert Weir, deputy mayor; 
eouncillors P, C, Riehards, L, WH. Jor- 
dan, T. BR. Dando, W. 1. Manning, and 
J. Lightfoot. The assessment this year 
will come to about a million and a 
half. Last year it was a quarter of a 
million less. The rate of taxation last 
year was 10 mills, but Mayor Hay 
states the rate this year will probably 
amount to 30 mills, as it has heen 
found that a rate of 10 mills is not 
sufficient to meet the needs of the 
municipality, and consequently the 
deficit arising has to be met by an in- 
creased demand, 

In addition to providing police pro- 
tection for the town—-the foree con- 
sists of Chief Homer Stewart and six 
constables—one of the most improved 
chemical fire engines has been pur- 
chased, The tawn is also negotiating 
with the Cily of Edmonton for an ex- 
tension of the telephone and electric 
lighting systems, and Mayor Way 
hopes to see an installation ‘by the 
fall of the year, 

The Farquhar School. 

A new school has also been recently 
erected at a cost of $14,700, and 
named after Col, Farquhar, the first 
commander of the Princess Pats. The 
structure has six rooms, but the plans 
have ‘been so made that it can be in- 
crensed by twelve additional rooms 
without interfering with the design of 
the ‘building, The old four room 
school is still in use, and /between 
them they provide for a school po- 
pulation of about 240. 

According to Mayor Hay the town 
contemplates expending abceut $15,000 
this year on general improvements, 
including the grading of the main av- 
enue, Knox avenue and Beverly boule- 
vard, and the construction of  side- 
walks and cross streets, while $6,000 
will (be spent on mew. civie buildings, 

The temporal needs of the town are 
provided for by six general stores, and 
spiritually the townsfolk are catered 
to ‘by an Anglican, a Baptist, and a 
Methodist church, while a Roman 
Catholic church is tbeing erected, In 
one of the stores is the post office. 

The community ‘believes in doing 
things, and those within its borders 
have no reason to he ashamed when 
they proclaim the locality either as 
the placeof their nativity or present 
habitation.
